I suppose there is hardly a river in 
Ireland without a legend concerning some 
pike of great age and elusiveness. It is 
difficult to believe that one of these fish 
may live for 200 years, but there is no 
doubt that the pike has a long life, -and 
gains wisdom from experience, so that he 
becomes far less likcly to be tempted by an 
artificial spinner as he grows older. For 
this reason it is quite possible that some 
of the largest cal oldest specimens have 
never been caught. Thoreau describes the 
pike at rest as ‘solemn, stately, 
ruminant ; lurking under the shadow of a 
lily pad at noon; with still, circumspect, 
voracious eyes ”; and in motion as ‘‘ the 
swiftest and most ravenous of the fishes.”’ 
Pike live for the most part on frogs and 
small fish, but nothing comes amiss to 
them, and they will attack rats, waterhen. 
ducks and geese when prompted by hunger. 
even going so far as to venture ashore after 
their prey. The older fish live in deep 
pools, and are said to spend long intervals 
in torpid slumber. When Dr. Yeats’s 
“ Red Hanrahan’’ put a curse on all 
things old he included in his commina.- 
tion—- 

“The great, grey pike that broods in Castle 
Dargan Lake, 

Having in his iong body a many a hook 

and ache.”’ 


"Bus Passengers. 


I have noticed, when going to Howth in 
a ‘bus, that an unnecessary amount of time 
is wasted by the thoughtlessness of pas- 
sengers. The distance from Howth rail- 
way station, for instance, to the end of the 
run scarcely can exceed half a mile, but I 
have often known the ’bus to stop three, or 
even four, times between these two points. 
If on these occasions it had been raining, 
I could have understood that the pas- 
sengers wished to avail themselves of the 
shelter afforded them by the ’bus until the 
last possible moment; but on a fine day 
there is no reason why a healthy person, 
whether male or female, should not get 
out when the "bus stops to let down some- 
body else some two hundred yards before 
it reaches: the precise point at which he or 
she had intended to alight. This sort of 
thing appears to be general on all the 
suburban "bus routes, and undoubtedly it 
is very tiresome for those travellers who 
happen to be travelling against time. 


Fresh Herring. 


A youngster passed me in the street the 
other day pushing a soap box on wheels 
and calling in a kind of musical cadence 
what, if you listen carefully, and take a 
side glance at the contents of his im- 
provised barrow, is ‘Herrin’, fresh 
herrin’!’’

Men consequently abandoned fishing, 
and rising youth lost both experience and 
the desire to fish, chough the s'ow decrease 
of the staffs at work in the Mourne 
Mountains has set them on their beam 
ends. In older days before the war the 
Down fishermen actu.."'y relied largely 
upon rowing boats to . pe with herring. 
That overhead charges were small, it is 
true, but they made the pursu:t very 
arduous. Those who used sail, I was 
astonished to hear, were too often wrecked, 
the victims,-according to my informant, ot 
sheer ignorance of seamanship. In these 
days a motor is a sine qua non; but that 
ré doubled and trebled the price of a 
ship. 


Crisis at the Seaside. 


I have read so many accounts of 
bathing accidents lately that it is pleasant 
to be able to record one minor calamity 
which was averted. One day last week 
a picnic party noticed a female figure in a 
bathing dress standing upon a rock some 
distance away and waving vigorously. 
Taking her gestures as a sign of amity, 
they waved gaily back. - Aíter a time, 
some of the party became suspicious at 
the continued waving, and went to the 
rock. They discovered that the un- 
fortunate bather had dropped her false 
teeth, and, although “ perished ” with 
cold, she was afraid to leave the spot in 
ease she should not remember where they 
had fallen. The water was only five feet 
deep—but the tide was rising. A good 
Samaritan slipped on her bathing dress 
and “ duck-dived ” again and again, to 
the repeated query of the disconsolate 
owner : “Did ye locate “them?” 
Fortunately, they were “ located ” in the 
end, and restored to their happy and 
almost incredulous owner. 
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I am told that there is a glut of pigs, 
and that farmers are actually drowning 
litters because the expense of rearing them 
would not be recouped. It occurs to me 
that this is a moment for caterers to do 
themselves and the farmers a turn by 
reviving an old and once much-honoured 
dish. One of the really good things about 
the alleged good old days was the practice, 
whenever a really festive meal was en- 
visaged, of putting on the table a sucking 
pig, whole, stuffed and roast. The stuffing 
should be of nuts or of onions, and, if my 
memory serves me, a ine sauce was 
served with it.

VIEWS OF DR. YEATS 
AND DR. BODKIN. 
CoN LE surprise and indigna- 

tion have been caused in Dublin by 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s letter to the 
Dublin Corporation on the subject of the 
Lane bequest pictures. - Both the Lord 
Mayor and r. John J. Reynolds 
(Curator of the Dublin Municipal Gallery) 
are of the opinion that the Prime Minister 
has not met any of the arguments adduced 
in their previous letter to him, which set 
forth Dublin's claims to the pictures. 

Mr. Reynolds, in an interview yester- 
day, said that he could not express an 
official opinion on the subject, but he ga 
sumed that the Irish claim would still be 

ressed. Both Dr. W. B. Yeats and Dr. 

homas Bodkin. express strong views on 

the subject, the latter holding that the 
time and methods of the Corporation’s 
appeal were badly chosen. 

The. Lane Bequest Committee of the 
Corporation meets on Friday to consider 
the situation. 

Dr. Yeats, in an interview yesterday, 
said: “ Mr. Macdonald's letter reproduces 
the preposterous conclusions of the Com- 
mission. Three men were appointed to 
consider the case to whom London was the 
centre of the world, and which they 
believed must be the centre of the world 
to everyone else. 

“ They decided by a majority vote that 
Sir Hugh Lane dia really intend his 
codicil to be law, and, by a unanimous 
vote, that. if he had lived to see the 
beautiful building erected in London by 
his enemy, the picture-dealer, Sir Joseph 
Duveen, he would have been delighted to 
see his pictures hung there. The living 
man had meant them to go to Dublin, 

rhaps; but they preferred to consider 
bis ghost, and, as patriotic men, to ignore 
the fact that Sir Hugh Lane was drowned 
coming back from a journey to America, 
where he gave evidence against Sir Joseph 
Duveen in a law case. 

“I saw Sir Hugh Lane at Lady 
Gregory's request shortly after his 
quarrel with the Dublin re gee ory He 
assured me that he would either give 
these pictures or (if he got tired of them) 
better pictures to Dublin. ‘ The Gallery 
there,’ he said to me, ‘ is not, as it stands, 
good enough.’~ When he set out on his 
journey to America there was no longer 
any question of ‘ better;’ all he could do 
was to write the codicil. 

“ Since then we have published the 
evidence of witness after witness to whom 
he had stated that he had altered his will 
—that the pictures were returning to 
Dublin. Morally, the British Government 
have not a leg to stand on ; they are simply 
holding on to these pictures because he 
omitted a legal technicality which is un- 
necessary in Scotland. So easy is it to 
omit it that his sister told me that she 
found it difficult to make him realise that 
a witness was necessary to his will, and 
that Lady Gregory, in adding a codicil to 
her will a few months ago, in 2 of all 
the part she had taken in the Hugh Lane 
controversy, committed the same technical 
error. 


AN ALLEGED. PROMISE.

A pluckv rescue by a mother of her two 
children was effected yesterday at a fire at 
Manor Farm, East Horsley, near Leatherhead, 
Surrey, when two persons were badly burnt,

Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Webber were asleep, 
with two of their young children, in flats 
adjoining the farm when.they were aroused 
by the night watchman, who saw flames 
coming from the buiidings beneath them. 

Mrs. Webber rushed in her night clothes to 
thé room where the children were sleeping, 
and carried them to safety through the 
flames. 

Mr. Henry Ferris, who was s'eeping in an 
adjoining flat, was burned badly before he 
could reach safety, while Mr. David Walker, 
another res‘dent, was slightly injured. 

When Mrs. Webber had carried her 
children out of danger she ran te the Manor 
Farm house itself and roused Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson, the occupants, and the ‘other resi- 
dents. 

A daughter of Mrs. Webber, who was in 
the farm house, said that when the flames 
were at their height they lit up the country 
for miles. 

“The farm buildings and the flats, where 
móst | of the ‘workers live; were chiefly 
IR but the farm house escaned,” she 
said.

Animal Welfare 
in the North. 


New County Antrim 
Hospital.

BELFAST, Tuesday, 
A NEW Veterinary Hospital for Northern 


Ireland was opened on fine premises 
at Edenmore, Whiteabbey, County 
Antrim, to-day. The hospital is under the 
auspices of the Ulster Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and at present 
includes :—-A Veterinary, Hospital for sick 
animals of the poor, with provision for paying 
— a convalescent home for animals; a 
ome of rest for aged favourite animals whose 
owners may have to leave them for a while; 
a cemetery for dead dumb friends. 
; Jt is the intention of the Society that the 
new institution shall provide efficient treat- 
ment of animal diseases, medical and surgical, 
so that experience and tuition will be avail- 
able for the student. 

Presiding at the opening ceremony, Vis- 
countess Craigavon said that there was a cer- 
tain cloud in the proceedings that day owing 
to the tragic death of Captain Gregg, who 
was for man 
at Glengormiey. He was a staunch friend of 
animals, and she was sure they would like to 
asso@ate themselves with her in expressing 
their deep sorrow at his death and their 
sincere sympathy with his relatives. 

Proceeding, she said that she was sure they 
would all agree that in a big centre such as 
this a great necessity existed for alleviating 
the suffering of their dumb friends, and such 
an institution as they were opening that day 
was long overdue. There were some people 
in their midst who had got a strange freak, 
and they missed the devotion and friendship 
from dogs, cats, horses, birds and other 
domestic animals. 


SUPPORT- FOR SOCIETY. 

It was strange to think that there should be 
people in the world who should ill-treat dumb 
animals, but they knew that such monsters 
existed, and the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals had done splendid work 
in seeing that these inhumanities were 
punished and the perpetrators made to suffer. 
She saw recently in the Press that the number 
of cases of cruelty to animals had increased 
last year. That showed how necessary it was 
that the Society should be supported by the 
general public, 

That. day they were only concerned with 
one side of the work, and that was the open- 
ing of the splendid new Veterinary Hospital. 
As they knew, a small one had existed for 
some years, and which was splendidly 
managed by the late Captain Gregg. It, how- 
ever, became absolutely urgent that the pre- 
mises should be extended, and so the splendid 
building at Edenmore was ptirchased. 

Senator T. J. Campbell, K.C., said that the 
hospital would meet an urgent want of the 
Six Counties, and would in time hold a place 
second to none in these islands. Every phase 
of veterinary scientific skill would be at the 
service of the institution.

Crisis in Germany. 


The events of the past few days in 
Germany have hastened the crisis which 
has been inevitable since Herr von Papen’s 
Cabinet took office. On Monday a court 
at Beuthen. in Silesia, pacsed sentence 
of death upon five of Herr Hitler’s 
followers for their participation in a 
brutal murder tommitted almost before 
the ink was dry upon the ‘‘emergency 
decrees ’’ which made political terrorism 
a capital offence. The comment of the 
Nazi leader upon this finding was neither 
long delayed nor equivocal in its terms. 
His telegram yesterday to the condemned 
men assures them of his “ absolute 
loyaity,’’ and explains that his organisa- 
tion is bound in honour to resist a 
Government which has made such things 
possible. The German .Cabinet/s reply to 
the truculent behaviour of the ‘‘ Brown 
Shirts ” and the unbridled _ provocation 
of their Press was issued yesterday even- 
ing. With unmistakable vigour it indi- 
cates that revolt will not be tolerated, 
that the Jaw will not be suspended at the 
dictation of any political party, and that 
the torrent of abuse with which the 
Government has been assailed might be 
directed with more propriety at the par- | 
ticipants in the atrocious crime in Silesia. 
Thus the issues are cleared, and the split 
between the Nazis and the © Cabinet 
becomes complete. Herr von Papen. no 
longer can base any hopes upon Nazi 
support in the Reichstag, but, on the 
other hand, Herr Hitler’s pretensions’ fp- 
be the Mussolini of Germany have received 
a wholesome check. 

Since the Nazis form the largest party 
in the new Reichstag, Herr von Papen’s 
display of firmness may appear, at first 
sight, an act of desperation akin to 
political suicide. Actually, however, it 
may save the Administration. When the 
House meets on August 30th, the Socialists 
will move a ®¢solution of lack of con- 
fidence in the Government as a prelimi- 
nary to a series of biils designed to 
advance their political programme. If 
the resolution is carried—and it will 
receive the support of Herr Hitler’s 
National-Socialists—the next step is by 
no means obvious. The thirty-seven 
Nationalists, led by Herr Hugenburg, will 
stand by the Chancellor, and an alterna- 
tive Government can be supplied only by 
a coulition of other parties. An alliance 
between the Socialists and. the - Centre 
would command a majority, but it is 
incredible that either tae Socialists or the 
Centre would help to put Herr Hitler in 
power after the events of this week. Faced 
with such a position, the Chancellor quite 
reasonably may choose to remain in office. 
A Government without n clear majority is

GENEVA, Tuesday. 


IR possibility of Mr. de Valera's pre- 
siding at the next. meeting of the 
Council of the League of Nations is being 
discussed here. The Council meets on 
September 23rd, ‘three days before ths 
opening of the ordinary session of the 
assembly, and this time it is the turn ct 
the representative of the Irish Free State 
to preside. Hence there is considerable 
speculation as to whether Mr. de Valera 
will come to Geneva to preside in person. 
If he does not do so that duty will] devolve 
on Mr. Sean Lester, the present Irish 
Free State member of the Council. 
September and October will be busy 
months for the League of Nations. Besides 
the ordinary annual session of the 
assembly, which will last about three 
weeks there wil! very probably be another 
session of the special assembly convened 
to deal exclusively with the Sino-Japanese 
dispute. 


LABOUR PROBLEMS. 


Then there will be the special meeting 
of the International Labour Office, 
summoned on the initiative of Italy, to 
discuss the question of shorter hours as a 
means of dealing with the growing distress 
arising out of unemployment. At the 
same time special committees will be 
actively proceeding with the work of 
preparation for the World Economic Con- 
ference and the resumption of the Dis- 
armament Conference. 

The report of the Commission of In- 
quiry in Manchuria, presided over by 
Lord Lytton, is expected in Geneva about 
the middle of September, the Commission 
having made arrangements to leave China 
on September 2nd; travelling by the 
Siberian route. The Lytton report will 
have to go before the special committee 
of nineteen members, presided over by M. 
Hymans, ‘the Belgian Foreign Minister. 
before it is submitted to the special 
assembly, of which he is also president. 
There are three outgoing members of the 
Council this year—Poland, Peru and Yugo- 
slavia—necessitating an election by the 
assembly. Poland is re-eligible, and wil! 
doubtless be re-elected. 


MEXICAN MEMBER. 


Peru will, in all probability, be re- 
placed by Mexico, which was admitted to 
membership of the League last year, and it 
is thought that Czechoslovakia will pro- 
bably replace Yugoslavia, 

The ordinary session of the assembly 
will also have to consider. the resignation 
of Sir Eric Drummond, Secretary-General 
of the League, and the appointment of a 
successor. It is believed, however, that 
Sir Eric will not actually retire from office

MEN GO HOME BY TRAIN.

On visiting Donamon Castle this morn- 
ing everything was found to be quiet. The 
blinds on the windows in the rear of the 
house which faces the road were drawn. 
One of the men from the castle visited a 
local newsagent’s shop for a daily paper. 
None of the inhabitants of the district saw 
any of the men to-day, and the people are 
going about their business as usual. 

This evening a number of men were seen 
leavin: the castle and going in the direc- 
tion ot the railway station at about the 
time when the evening mail train leaves for 
Dublin. It was ascertained that the men 
were leaving in large numbers, and that 
MS a few were left in the building at that 
ime. 


HOW THE MEN LEFT. 


At 8.40 p.m. to-night the last of the 
men occupying Donamon Castle left with 
a lorry load of bedding. This was th» 
second Jarge lorry load of bedding to leave 
the building during the day. It is now 
known that the number of men who occu- 
pied the castle was slightly over 150, and 
the place was unfurnished when the men 
occupied it 

Recently the castle was occupied by the 
Roscommon Vocational Educational Com- 
mittee, who held commercial classes there. 
The seats and the blackboard used in the 
commercial classes were also used by the 
men in occupation. The men did some 
drilling during the day, and this was 
followed at night bv lectures, when the 
blackboard was used. 

The day before the men occupied the 
premises the grounds of the castle were 
occupied by a Protestant gathering. 


LETTERS AND TELEGRAMS. 


Communications received in the build. 
ing were addressed to ‘‘ The Commander, 
the Garrison, the Castle, Donamon,”’ and 
telegrams so addressed were received yes- 
terday. The men started to vacate the 
place last night, but the main body left 
to-day.

DOLF HITLER has flung down the 
A gauntlet of the Nazi Party to the 
German Government, and announced 
that he will henceforth fight the Von Papen 
Administration bitterly unless the sentences 
of death passed on five Nazis at Beuthen 
(Silesia) are répealed. 
‘‘Herr Von Papen, your bloody objectivity 
does not ‘exist for me. I am not suited to 
become the executioner of patriotic fighters 
for freedom,’ the Nazi leader declaimed in 
a message to his followers this morning. 
He despatched his Chief of Staff, ex-Captain 
Roehni, to Berlin at once to plead with the 
Chancellor for. the lives of the Beuthen 
‘‘comrades.”” It, is understood that Herr 
Roehm has already seen Von Papen, but 
nothing. has leaked out as to the nature of 
this interview, 


VIGOROUS REPLY. 


Hitler’s violent outburst and the provoking 
language of the Nazi Press has caused great 
indignation in Government circles, and has 
brought forth a strong and vigorous reply 
from the Government of the Reich and of 
Prussia, 

In a manifesto they declare that “all 
attempts to tamper with the principles of a 
constitutional State and to excite political 
passions will be promptly counteracted.” 

“The political terrorism,’’ the manifesto 
continues, “has caused the Government to 
invoke most severe penalties for such offences. 
The law will be enforced against everyone, 
without regard to persons and party, and the 
Government will, if necessary, use all means 
in its power to make the law respected by 
everyone. The Government will not allow 
anyone to revolt against its orders.”’ 

After emphasising that the Prussian 
Government is not to be intimidated by 
political pressure in the case of the five con- 
victed persons, the manifesto continues :— 

“The violent attacks against the verdict 
should fall back on the origrnators of the 
bloody event, and should not be dire:ted 
against the authority of the State, which 
in the interests of all, had to resort to such 
sharp measures.” 

All calculations of a relative political peace 
during the week preceding the opening of the 
Reichstag have been upset by the verdict of 
the Beuthen Court and the subsequent hap- 
penings, but Herr Hitler, by his scathing 
dénunciation of the Von Papen Government, 
and by identifying himself with the five men 
found guilty by the Court of deliberate mur- 
der, has, in the view of many observers, not 
only destroyed his last chance of becoming 
Chancellor, but he has alsoi manceuvred his 
Party into a cul de sac. 


OFFICIAL REGRET. 


In the opinion of Government circles he has 
done the worst possible service to the con- 
demned men and his party, and it has be- 
come exremely difficult for the Chancellor, 
as head of the Prussian Governmént, to show 
leniency. Such a step, it is declared, would 
probably be regarded as yielding to Nazi 
pressure. 


Regret is also expressed in official circles¢ 


that Hitler ,who has sworn to observe 
legality, has now sided with men who per- 
Eat a heinous crime. Meanwhile, the 

eich President and the Government have 
been put under serious pressure by the Nazis.

‘Telegrams were sent them from te juridical 
department of the Nazi organifation, de- 
manding, on behalf of the Party, that the 
five Nazis should be pardoned immediately. 
The Government, however, has made it 
known that it would not yield to any politt- 
cal pressure, but it would. be decided solely 
on the basis of justice, whether or nyt 10 
grant a pardon 

The Ministry of Justice is how waiting for 
a report from the judge who presided over 
the trial, and for his verdict and findings. 
They will be thoroughly examined before the 
Minister can make his recommendations to 
the Prussian Cabinet. No decision can, there- 
fore, be expected before the end of next week. 
Meanwhile it has been announced from 
Beuthen that. the principal solicitor of the five 
condemned Nazis has already prepared a 
petition for a néw trial before an ordinary 
Court, on the grounds that there are a great 
number of ‘uridical problems in this trial which 
can be cleared up.only by an ordinary Court, 
and not by a special Court, 


NAZI ‘*‘ MARTYRS.” 


In his appeal to his followers, the Nazi 
leader announces the beginning of the fight te 
save the five condemned men from the firing 
Squad, and at the same time a relentless 
opposition to the von Papen Government. 

“My German comrades,’ he continues, 
“you will now understand why I refused to 
enter the von Papen Government. Heaven 
may send us torture upon torture, but our 
movement will be able to cope with this 
cuillotine Government. Herr von Papen has 
written his name in the pages of German 
history with the blood of patriotic fighters. 
Legal penalties will not be able to cope with 
the crop from this deed.” 

In a concluding passage Hitler describes as 
martyrs the “thrée hundred Nazis who have 
been massacred, and many of them literally 
butchered,’’ 

No appeal against the verdict of the 
Summary- Court at Beuthen is possible, nor 
can there. be any revision of the verdict, 
according to the information given at the 
Ministry of Justice to-day. 

One loophole is left, however, to the con- 
demned men under the provisions of the 
Emergency Decree. If a legally substantiated 
vetition for’ a new trial is submitted to the 
Ministry, and the latter approve it, the case 
can be re-tried. 


POSSIBLE CLAIM, 


The murder for which the men have been 
sentenced to death was actually committed 
only ninety minutes after. the Emergency 
Decree, which set up the summary courás, 
and provided that there should be no appeal 
from their judgment, came into force. The 
condemned inen may, therefore, claim to have 
been in ignorance of its provisions, and a 
new trial, if granted, will take place ‘before 
the crdinar7 courts. 

The sentences on the five Nazis are the 
outcome of the trial of a number of Hitlerites 
for participation in the brutal murder of a 
Communist named Pietrzuch at the village of 
Potempa. ‘The Nazis were stated to have 
broken into the Communist’s house, to have 
beaten him until he was unconscious, and 
then to have shot him dead. he outrage 
was perpetrated in the presence of the vic- 
tim’s aged mother and of his brothers, who 
narrowly cscaped the same fate. 

A sentence of two years’ hard labour was 
passed on the siath accused man; and three 
others were acquitted.

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RUNAWAY TRAM ACCIDENT.

TWO KILLED AND 
TWENTY HURT. 


WO people were killed and about twenty 
a holiday-makers injured yesterday when 
a tramcar working on the cable tram- 
way service operated on the Great Orme, 
Llandudno, got out of control, dasha, down 
the incline, crashed over a steep part of the 
Great Orme, and hit a wall, hurling the 
occupants in all directions. The two killed 
were :'— 

Edward Harris, of Llandudno, the driver 
of the tram, and 

Margaret Worthington, of Walsall House, 
Chapel street, Llandudno. 

Two of the injured are in a serious con- 
dition. 

Liandudno sta..ds on a promontory between 
two headlands, the Great Orme and the 
Little Orme. The Grrat Orme overlooks the 
Happy Valley, and is immediately above the 
Marine Drive. On it is a lighthouse 325 feet 
above water level. 

The tramway is @perated bf cables, which 
are worked by engines in a power house half 
way up the Great Orme. It runs from 
Church Walk, Llandudno, to.the Summit, and 
this is the first time in the thirty years that 
it has been in operation that any accident 
has occurred on it. 

The tram was descending the last gradient, 
when it suddenly left the rails, leapt forward, 
and crashed into the wall. Passengers were 
‘thrown to the floor. 

Little Margaret Worthington, the daughter 
of one of the tramway employés, had taken 
her father’s dinner to the winding shed, and 
she was riding with the driver in front of 
the tram on her .eturn journey. Realising 
the danger, Harris, the driver, picked up 
tha child in his arms and jumped. — Un. 
‘fortunately, he jumped on the wrong side ol 
the tram, and was pinned against the wall 
into which it crashed. 

Harris was dead when extricated an hour 
after the accident, and the little girl was 
lying seriously injured in his arms. She was 
taker to hospital, and immediately underwent 
an tion for the amputation of a foot, 
but she died. 


PITIABLE SCENES. 
There were pitiable scenes as the 


ambulances : nd cars. 


As it was impossible to accommodate them 
all in the hospital, the less serious cases were 
taken ‘o private nursing homes. | 

In response to un emergency call, all the 
available doctors in Llandudno went to the 
hospital to attend ths injured. 

Crowds of visitors went to the scene of the 
accident, while, at the hospital gates, another 
large crowd watched the injured passengers 
being carried from the dedbliducns and other 
vehicles which had been utilised. 6 

Mr. Beckitt, a visitor from Scotland, who 
was a passenger on the tram, told a reporter 
that he had a miraculous escape, but that he 
feared that his wife had received internal 
injuries. He said that he was sitting on the 
left in the middle of the tram. When 
descending the last gradient the car jerked 
forward without any warning, and everybody 
was thrown to the fioor. 

“The tramcar was full,” he said, “ every 

seat being oceupied. It was only about a 
hundred and fifty yards from the end of its 
journey when the accident happened, and it 
was descending at little more than a walking 
pace. 
_ “Tt was all over in a second. After the 
impact, rplintered wood-work and stones 
from the wall crashed through the roof of 
the tram. When I got up I could hardly 
realise that the car had travelled so far 
without toppling over.” 

The cable tramway has a total length of one 
and a half miles. The lower end of the 
system was opened in 1902, and the upper 
section twelve months later. The cables, of 
steel, with a hemp core, are tested to a strain 
far in. excess of that needed for working the 
service, while powerful brakes ate fixed to 
the cars. In addition to these, there are 
emergency brakes. '

ITTER censure of the Ottawa agreements 
b had to-day replaced the first feelings oí 
relief that '“it was no worse,” and the 
leading newspapers here are loud in their de- 
precations of the “new British policy of 
economic isolation.”’ 

Leading th» way in attacking the agree- 
ments, La Prensa says that the published 
agreements deliberately withhold the essen- 
tial points. “ This,” it states, ‘‘is undoubtedly 
in order to prepare British opinion gradually 
for a rise iti the cost of living and to prepare 
foreign friends for the exclusion of many of 
their products from the British market. 

“While dssurances were given during the 
Conference that England would safeguard her 
telations with friendly peoples, the agree- 
ments with the Dominions reveal the con- 
trary,”’ adds the journal, “and it is to be 
feared that that which lies hidden may prove 
even worse. 

“It is manifestly clear that Britain has 
rénounced her traditiond: liberal policy, sub- 
stituting for it restriction and artificiality.’’ 

Insisting that without guaranteed markets 
the producer will not produce, La Prensa 
says :—'' The significance of Ottawa‘ lies not 
in what we gain or lose, but in the annihila- 


the foundation of the surprising progress of 
the peoples of Western civilisation, and even 
of the East, during the past century. 


“VERY LAMENTABLE.” 


‘Great Britain and her Dominions are now 
embarking upon a policy of economic isola- 
tion—the former forgetting that she owes her 
greatness tc the expansion of her world com- 
merce, and the latter ignoring the fact tha; 
they have progressed thanks to their Dominion 
autonomy, which permitted them to enter 
into relations with non-British peoples. 

“ Ottawa is very lamentable. All will 
regret the downfall of Liberal principles, and 
the création of insecurity. None can gain, 
and all will lose by the destruction of ‘inter- 
national trade.” 

The: Noticias Graficas also attacks the 
Ottawa agreements, describing them as a 
severe blow to the economic position of 
Argentina.

M Amery, the former Secretary of 
State for the Dominions, and his 
fiancée, Miss Una Eveline Wing, the actress, 
are determined that at all costs their dash to 
Paris shall set the wedding bells ringing. 

They arrived here looking a little tired 
and wan at 5.30 this morning. 

Mr. Amery told Reuter’s Correspondent 
that they had spent avery tiring day yester- 
day, in London in afi effort to bring about 
their dearest wish. 

““Miss Wing and I are determined to get 
matried whatever happens,” he declared. 
“ We love each other, and nothing can. stop 
us 8”? 


Miss Wing shyly nodded an emphatic 
assent to his remark, 

Asked what his father’s attitade was Tikely 
to be, Mr. Amery said :— 

“My father is a very reasonable man. He 
will understand everything. We.are the best 
of friends; always have been, and always 
will be. 

“I was coming over to Paris to-morrow, 
and it was only these little. difficulties in 
London that decided me to come over two 
days earlier,” said Mr. Amery. 


PLANS WHEN MARRIED. 

Questioned about his future plans, 
John said :— 

“I have been interested in films since I 
was 14, and once we are married both of us 
intend to go on with our film careers.’’ 

In spite of Mr. Amerys confident 
optimism, it is considered here that, if he 
tries to get married in France, he will ex- 
perience exactly the same difficulties in regard 
to his age as led to the cancellation of his 
wedding at Chelsea on Monday.

is set out in a report of the Tariff 
Commission on bacon, ham and other pro- 
ducts, which was published last night. © 
The report deals extensively with the work- 
ing of bacon factories, and from facts before 
it the Commission suggests that there are 
too many factories for dealing with the 
supply of pigs available, which, in 1931, 
numbered 1,227,003. “The feeder of pigs in 
the Free State has four outiets for his pro 
duction. It is estimated that, of the 1,468,000 
pigs marketed. in Saorstat Eireann in the 
year ended 3lst May, 1931, 657,000 pigs were 
purchased for curing in Saorstat Eiréann, 
5,000 were exported alive to Great Britai: 
and Northern Ireland, 301,000 were exported 
in the form of fresh porly to Great Britain 
ant Northeru Ireland, and 67,000 were con 
sumed as fresh pork in Saorstat Eireann. In

The marriage of mental defectives and the |

Board of Control for 1931, issued yesterday. ~ 


The report states that the number of 


marriages of defectives reported to the Board |

in 195L was 166—49 men and 117 women— | 


the number of children born in 1951 as the 


result of the marriage of defectives, known | 


to local authorities, was 103. The number 
of illegitimate children born to defective 
mothers and reported to local authorities 
was 177. 

‘*It is probable that these figures are con- 
siderably under the actual ones, as very few 
local authorities have made a complete 
ascertainment of the defectives in their 
areas,” adds the report. 

Legislative action, it is urged, should be 


taken to prevent the marriage of defectives | 


who had been placed under the order. 


WHEN DEFECTIVES MARRY. 
“Often when defectives marry the super- 
vision and control are removed,” it is stated. 
“They sink back ‘into a state of complete 
dependence, and two frequently become de- 


linquent. The moment marriage takes place | 


further protection ‘of either the individual 
er the community becomes almost impossible 
as the law stands to-day.” 

“ A department of mental hospitals which 
deserves more attention than it generaily 
receives is the library, because patients are 
allowed to read almost anything, states the 
report. ‘“‘It must not be assumed that they 
will be content with any rubbish produced 
by past piety or present ineptitude. 

‘““A generation accustomed to Edgar 
Wallace, will not, even in dementia, take 
kindly to Victorian sentimentality or the 
‘life and remains’ of emiment divines.”’ 

With regard to mental defectives, it is 
stated that there are 2,852 cases-reported to 
be awaiting removal to an institution, for 
whom no accommodation can be found. 


YEARLY INCREASE OVER 2,000. 

The total number of defectives reported by 
local authorities was 97,310, an increase 
durvirg the year of 11,3547, 

The number of persons suffering from 
mental disorder notified as under care in 
England and Wales on January Ist last was 
146,696, an increase of 1,494 on the same date 
in the previous year. 

The percentage of sex distribution—males 
44.1, females 55.9—remained exactly the 
same. 

The increase in total patients was less than 
the average of the preceding fiva years, 
which was 1,855. 

Direct admissions in public mental hospitals 
during the year totalled 24,212—males 10,898, 
females 13,514—which showed an increase of 
0.98 per 10,000 on the previous year; but if 
the voluntary admissions were included for 
1930, the increase was 0.30. 

The yearly increaso of patients in . these 
hospitals had averaged over 2,000 in the last 
five years, and only one new mental hospital 
was being opened in the immediate future. 

The number of patients resident in Broad- 
moor in 1931 was , of whom 618 were men 
and 204 women.
